Only ono 
Newton man could lie nominated, and 
tlie city had to offer ns able and compe- 
tent a candidate as could lie found in the 
district. Hu had heard several Newton 
men mentioned for the position, hut in 
tlie light of past experience, to send a 
divided delegation would be to prevent 
tlie nomination of any Newton man.

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A VISIT TO ST. ANDREWS. 

THK FAMOUS BE SORT IN WHICH MANY 
NK.WTON PEOPLE AltE INTERESTED. 


(Written for the Obapiho.) 

The liny wits all that could bo desired 
for n sail along tho coast to “way down 
East where they break dny with a brick- 
bat and pry up tho sun with a crowbar.” 
Heavy showers tho night beforo had 
washed tho air free from dust and smoko; 
and all day botwoen tho heavy masses of 
clouds, Hosting swiftly away in tho stiff 
northwestern breeze, tho sun sont its 
beams, and tho intensely blue sky showed 
besido tho white cumulus clouds, piled 
like Iloocy cotton high above us. 

Aug. 22nd. at nine o'clock in tho morn- 
ing, on board tho Hno steamer “Cumber- 
land,”, full of freight and passengers, wo 
left Commercial wharf for St. Andrews, 
New Brunswick, 

My state-room, which had been secured 
the day before, was the Inst one not ta- 
ken, and I learned that every one was 
engaged for tho returning trip for the 
next two weeks. This shows bow popu- 
lar tho International Steamship Line is, 
and how necessary it will bo. another 
year, to have more or larger steamers for 
tho carrying of passengers to eastern 
Maine and tho Provinces, 

Out from Boston Harbor, along by 
Nahnnt, past Marblehead and Capo Ann, 
with the outlying buttress of Thatcher’s 
Island, holding aloft the twin beacon lights 
to guide the sailor on his way and ward 
him from tho dangers of this rock-strewn 
coast, we steamed, observing tho cities 
and towns that dotted the coast on al- 
most every inlet and bay and river- 
mouth, and enjoying (?) tho salt-laden 
breeze and heaving ocean swell. The 
storm of tho night before had raised a 
heavy sea, and the long rollers pitched 
us about in a lively manner. .Soon the 
passengers showed signs of uneasiness 
and sat very still with drooping heads 
and pallid faces. But tho time camo 
when will and determination succumbed 
to the inevitable, aud the hasty rush to 
stato-rooin or vessel side told tho sure 
victory of old Neptune ovor these pil- 
grims across tho disturbed and disturb- 
ing sea. It was not long before thcro 
was amplo room fore and aft aud on the 
hurricane deck for those who chose to 
linger thoro. Almost overy state-room 
held one or more of those suddenly af- 
flicted with Mark Twain’s “Oh! My!” 

The shores of Massachusetts were 
passed, and tho coasts of New Hamp- 
shire and Maine camo into view, aud far 
inland the hills and mountains of New 
Hampshire with Agameuticus in Maine 
showed bluo on tho distant liorison. 
Tho larger hotels on Ryo and Hampton 
beaches, the Wentworth at Now Castle, 
tho Popperill at Kittery Point, Isles of 
Nhoals, Capo Porpoise, Fortunes Rocks 
and Old Orchard successively wore 
passed, and around Cape Elizabeth wo 
turned and rode into the beautiful 
harbor of Portland, the Forest City of 
Maine. Hero passengers disembarked 
aud others came aboard, freight was dis- 
charged and more taken on, and then out 
of the harbor we steamed on our way. 

During tho afternoon three distant 
showers could be seen at one time, and 
on the clouds of the one farthest east tho 
sun painted a most beautiful segment of 
the rainbow, which continued in sight 
for a long time, as the dark mass of 
cloud moved far away over tho water. 

The sunsettiug was beautiful, aud tho 
twilight deepened till the just passed 
full moon rose from its ocean bed and 
silvorod wavo crests and clouds alike. 

With tho sunrising we were on dock 
again, watching tho waves as they broke 
on tho rock-ribbed coast close by, and 
soon rounding between West Quoddy 
Head and Grand Menan we steamed di- 
rectly up to Eastport. We arrived tliero 
at 9.J0, nearly two hours behind timo, 
and lay there till after ouo, discharging 
and receiving freight. 

Eastport is the enstmost port in thu 
United States, the fishery interest rather 
monopoiizing thu business of the place, 
presenting now ratliur an unattractive 
appearance— a new nufinishedness, the 
result of tho Are a few years ago and tho 
hasty building up since that event. The 
odor of fish and oil was everywhere per- 
vading, as tho sardines wore cooked and 
oiled and tin-boxed-up. 

Soon after our arrival a smaller steam- 
er camo down from Calais, through Pas- 
samniiuoddy Bay, to take freight and 
passengers up to St. Andrews and 
Calais. 

I at once recognizod tho familiar boat 
and name, “Roie Standish”, that used to 
ply in Boston Harbor. Tho freight to go 
up by her was varied aud large, and full 
two hours were we detainod while thu 
loading went on. Then wo steamed 
away, and after a little tortuous sailing 
entered Possamaquoddy Bay. 

Directly opposite Eastport is Cnmpo- 
bollo Island, with tho famed hotel, "Tyn- 
y-coed” in full view. Just above on the 
right is tho opening into tho Bay of Fuu- 
dy, aud a little farther on, at thu entrance 
into Quoddy Bay, lies Deer Island. 

As wo rounded tho southeastern point 
of this island we were fairly in Passama- 
q noddy Bay, and there, directly beforo us, 
lay St. Andrews, baskiug in tho bright 
sunlight. Tho distance between East- 
port aud Calais is thirty miles aud St. 
Andrews lies just half way between, in 
a little more than an hour we were at 
tho wharf, on which a large number of 
people bad gathered, us the steamer’s ar- 
rival is tho great event of the day. There 

I was welcomed by a well-known New ten 
gentleman, John .1. Johnson, and his 
wife, aud at once taken to their summer 
home, thiee miles away. 

St. Andrews village and parish occu- 
pies a peculiar and anomalous position. 

II is a peninsular some three or four 
miles long, projecting directly into Pas- 
samoquoddy Bay, towards Eastport. It 
is from one to two miles in width; it is 
bordered bv tho Hay on the east and 
south, and by tho Bay and St. Croix 
River on the west. Tho valley lies at the 
most projecting point, on ageutle incline, 
which at some distant geological period 
formed a beach. Tho town is laid out 
in rectangles, thu streets crossing at 
right angles, and presents a pleasing ap- 
pearance. In former times it lias done a 
tli rift v business in lumber, wood and 
shipping, but uow its principle expert is 
potatoes, oats and turnips, tuu latter be- 
ing the largest, returning to the farmers 
some fcSO.OUO a year. 


Immediately back of tho village is a 
Hoc ridge, on which are tho ruins of an 
old fort; two cannons still remaining, 
pointing seaward, attest the plans for de- 
fence in the years gone by. The view 
from tills ridge is simply magnificent 
foi sc slight an elevation, bordered by 
water on throe sides, to the east and 
south dotted with islands as far as the 
oyo can reach, while to tho west lies the 
eastern border of Mnlno. Back of tliis 
ridge riMc two others about n mile apart, 
each stretching almost across tho penin- 
sular, giving Hue and picturesque loca- 
tions for farms and country homes. To 
tho northward rises a ridge of bills 
called mountains, tho highest of which. 
Chamcook, is saiil to lie between 000 and 
1000 feet in height. I found flic ascent of 
this quite easy and tho view wonderfully 
benutiful and varied— the St. Croix on 
the west, Pnssamoquoddv on the south 
and east, and farther eastward, beyond 
the islands, was soon the Bay of Fundy, 
while far to I ho south the broad Atlantic 
sparkled in the sunlight Farther to the 
south and north the village farms and 
woodlands stretched away, and the hills 
and distant mountains added attractive- 
ness to this royal picture. And nt the 
northern point of Chamcook lie nestled 
three forest-bordered fresh water lakes, 
looking like silver jewels rimmed with 
dark green, set in the landscape. Alto- 
gether. this pioturo is grand and beauti- 
ful, and will amply repay a long travel to 
see. 

Tho farms in this region were laid out 
somewhat like thu lots in the village — 
rectangular. They measure thirty rods 
in width on tho road, and extend back to 

something or somewhat bay, river or 

huts, or backs up to another farm. 

Everybody in Newton knows well the 
genial, pleasant, accommodating florist 
Johnson, whose conservatory on Thorn- 
ton street is so often visited by the lov- 
ers of (lowers, and whose skill in design- 
ing and arranging pieces for occasions 
is recognized in Boston and elsewhere. 

St. Andrews was his early home, and 
now, within a mile of his father'll resi- 
dence, he has purchased two farms, on 
which ho and Ids estimable wife, whoso 


birthplace is close by. spend their sum- 
mer vacation. Ills farms extend to the 
St. Croix River, where there is excellent 
boating and fishing, and are three miles 
distant from tlm village of St. Andrews. 

The outlook from bis farm is remarka- 
bly beautiful, commanding pictures of 
mountain and valley, meadow and river 
oil tho New Brunswick side, and oeross 
the river tho long, gentle slope of farm 
and woodland — the eastermost region of 
the United States, lie as calm and peace- 
ful as if border warfare or fishery dis- 
pute novor existed. 

In the little farm bouse, situated on 
one of his farms, I was most hospitably 
received and treated during my stay in 
St. Andrews. Thereare delightful drives 
in every direction, and morning, after- 
noon and evening we wore seeing and 
examining everything that was curious 
and interesting. Mr. Johnson's father, 
now in bis eighty-sixth year, was col- 
lector at the Custom House in St, An- 
drews for forty years. 

Nearly the whole of St. Andrews is 
underlaid with Jred sandstone, and in 
many : parts the soil is red like that iu 
the Connecticut River valley. On Doch- 
et Island, which belongs to tho United 
S atos, in the middle of the river, wlieio 
the lighthouse stands, a little more than 
a mile from Mr. Johnson's shore, I found 
an outcrop of red gnriite, in fact tho 
wh ole island is composed of this rock, 
which formerly extended across from 
the United States into Now Brunswick, 
now eroded and worn away on either 
side by the water during the thousands 
of years that are past. The tide here 
rises from sixteen to twenty feet, and 
consequently runs very swiftly, and its 
erosive power is consequently great. 

In company with Mr. Johnson and his 
brother Ned, (who is also a citizen of 
Newton) 1 visited this island and was 
shown Hie light and the manner of its 
working. When wo arrived there the 
lighthouse keeper, Capt. Joseph Iluck- 
lns, was absent on the American side. 
On bis return 1 informed him we were 
an advance guard from New Brunswick 
and bad captured the island and that lie 
would be held as prisoner. 

As wo were throe to one bo considered 
discretion the better part of valor, and 
surrendered at once. Ho kindly showed 
us everything of interest and gave us tho 
history of the island from its earliest 
discovery. I afterwards discovered that 
I was not so far wrong in saying thu 
place had been captured by Now Bruns- 
wick. as his wife is from St. Andrews. 

There is a deeiced boom iu real estato 
at St. Andrews, as several syndicates 
have been formed to make this a favoiite 
summer resort. A large amount of land 
lias been purchased, which is to be laid 
out in lots, aud inducements will soon 
be made to attract people to the place. 
A Hue park lias been laid out, and half a 
hundred men are busy building drive- 
ways and walks and beautifying it. As 
wealthy railroad men and others from 
Now England are interested in it, thoro 
is no doubt of its success. Several New- 
ton gentlomeu are connected with the 
enterprise. It lias all the advantages 
requisite for suuli an enterprise, beauti- 
ful location with railroad and steamboat 
facilities for reaching it. 

The whole regiou is historic, as somo 
of the earliest attempts at settlement in 
this country wore made in that vicinity. 
Taken altogether it is well worth a visit. 
Due other inducement I have not re- 
ferred to — it is said to be a locality which 
is a sure cure for that pernicious and 
8emi-fasbiouablo disease, “Hay fever.”

taking the work which he Imped would 
result in the cHtabliHhmcnt of a bank in 
Newton. The bank has been organized 
nnd tlie character of its corporators and 
officers assures us that it will be conduct- 
ed on business principles. Mr. Davis then 
alluded to the method of investment and 
the manner in which a co-operative bank 
transacts business. He said that the 
project might not look quite as inviting 
as tlie scheme which was brought to tlie 
attention of tlie people of Newton and 
Watertown a few months ngo, which held 
forth great inducements to poor people 
in the way of securing their own homes. 
The promoter of the scheme was now, 
however, under arrest for getting money 
under false pretences. The character of 
any enterprise, continued the speaker, is 
its most important feature, and the char- 
acter of the Newton Co-operative Bank 
renders it a thoroughly responsible ami 
permanent institution. The officers 
are selected from the best clement of our 
citizenship and are men of experience in 
business matters. 

The question is asked frequently how 
can a man avail himself of the advantag- 
es of a co-operative bank? Any one desir- 
ing to purchase shares as an investment, 
may do so, not exceeding twenty-live 
shares in any one corporation. The price 
per share is one dollar per month. If he 
takes live shares, lie pays live dollars per j 
month. The payments continue until tlie 
shares are each worth two hundred dol- I 
lars. They are then called "matured j 
shares,” or it is said that they have ! 
reached their “ultimate value.” Before 
the issue of a new series, the accounts 
are to be made up and the profits credit- ‘ 
od to the several shares. These credits 
help “mature” tlie shares. At maturity 
each shareholder is entitled to receive 
two hundred dollars in cash for each of 
the matured shares held by him. 

The process of borrowing is tliis: 
When there is a certain amount of mon- 
ey on hand and for sale, bids are invited 
and the borrower bids a premium on 
each share. The premiums are over and 
above the six per cent, rate charged for 
the use of the money. If a borrower bids 
off a certain sum at a premium and if he 
is not already a shareholder, he subscibes 
for the necessary shares, one share for i 
every two hundred dollars borrowed, and j 
upon giving tlie necesary security re- 
ceives tlie money and repays the loan in j 
monthly instalments. 

The instalments are paid every month 
until the shares are worth $200 each, 
when the loan and shares will balance ; 
each other and the debt is paid and mort- 
gage cancelled. Experience has shown 
that the shares in a co-operative bank 
will mature iu about eleven years. 

The banks generally in this Stato arc 
conducted by workingmen who will re- 1 
ceive equal advantages in the Newton 
bank. In this.city, however, there arc 
many young men who cannot afford to 
purchase the average dwelling. Starting 
out into life, they do not care to carry a 1 
large mortgage to load themselves down. 
The co operative bank enables them to 
make a start. Tbo mortgage is being ' 
paid up every month and tlie investor is ' 
enabled to save money which porhaps | 
would not be saved under other circum- 
stances. In Waltham a co-operative ! 
bank is in successful operation and the 
young men there are availing themselves 
of tlie opportunity of securing homes 
and arc not being driven away from the 
city as is the case iu some instances in 
Newton. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Davis's re- 
marks, Yice President Gay pleasantly in- 
troduced lion. Robert Treat Paine of 
Waltham, alluding to him as a gentle- 
man who possessed a fund of informa- 
tion upon the subject of co-operative 
banks and a man who was greatly inter- 
ested in philanthropic projects. 

Mr. Paine received a cordial greeting 
nnd spoke nt length concerning tlie co- 
operative banking system. He said that 
he was glad to say something in behalf 
of the co-operative banks. He first 
examined into the subject in Phila- 
delphia, which is called the “City of 
Homes.” Almost all the houses in that 
great municipality are owned by their 
occupants and this condition of affairs 
has been brought about through tlie 
building loans associations, really, co-op- 
erative banks.

Mount Moosllanke in Early September. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 5th, Mr. Harry

REHIONATION OF AI.TIEHM AN TVI.KR AND 
A NEW ELECTION ORDERED, 


was caused by the resignation of Alder 
man Tyler of Ward Seven, who goes to 
Southern California very soon to spend 
the winter, for the benefit of the health 
of Mrs. Tyler. A new election was or- 
dered for Tuesday, October 2. 

In the Common Council, concurrent 
business was transacted and in the board 
of Aldermen Frederick .1. Banlett was 
declared elected, and the clerk was or- 
dered to notify him of the fact. 

I.KAII SERVICE PIFEs. 
Alderman l’ettce presented the report 
of the water board in regard to the p >ti 
tion of Ur. .1. It. Dean of Newton High! 
lands, for permission to use iron service 
pipes in his house anil the board stated 
that they had granted him a hearing for 
August 1(1, hut he did not appear and they 
recommend that he be given leavo to 
withdraw. 

The report was accepted and Alder' 
man Chadwick moved that the recom- 
mendation be laid on the table until the 
next meeting, as it was unite an impor- 
tant matter, and a man who did not want 
to be forced to use lead pipes ought to 
be given some consideration. Ho had 
known of a number of cases of lend poi- 
soning and he thought there was some 
ground for a prejudice against it. 

Alderman l’ettee said that although lie 
represented the Board of Aldermen, he 
was not entirely satistled that lead pipes 
were perfectly harmless. 1 le hail known 
of cases of poisoning from lead pipes, 
and their usage was not enforced by an 
ordinance but by n by-law of the water 
board. He thought it was rather arbi- 
trary in the city to say that a man could 
not use iron pipes if ho wanted to, and 
he seconded Mr. Chadwick’s motion. — 
The matter was laid over. 

Bills for special service in the city 
treasurer’s department were presented 
and ordered paid. 

Alderman Tyler introduced an order, 
which was passed, appropriating $200 for 
the City Solicitor to pav the legal ex- 
penses of suits brought against the city, 
to be charged to the miscellaneous de- 
partment. 

PETITIONS. 

Alderman Nickerson presented the pi- 
tition of residents ami property owners, 
asking assistance from the city for work 
to be done on the district bounded by 
Watertown, Eddy and Washington streets, 
and Brooksidc avenue, as might appear 
to be for tho best interests of the city. — 
It is proposed to make a drain 12 feet 
wide through the low land there, with 
banks live feet high, and to till in with 
dirt from*ftie side hill, and after proper 
grading, to lay out a new street, forty 
leet wide, from Brooksidc avenue to Ed- 
dy street; referred to the highway com- 
mittee. 1

Alderman Chadwick moved that the 
rules be suspended and (feorge M. Eiske 
be granted a license to build a stable 22 
by 2ti feet, on Walcott street; massed. — 
lie also moved that E. T. Trotitter be 
granted a liceuse to build a stable 22 by 
feet on Washington Park, under sus- 
pension of the rules, on condition that it 
be ion feet from his rear line, and 20 feet 
from his division line; passed.

The hearing was then opened on I)r. 
Talbot's application for license to build 
a barn on Walnut street, Ward Two. 

Mr. J. K. Baneliur appeared to protest, 
oil the ground that it would damage bis 
property, be dangerous to health, in- 
crease the tire risk, shade his ground, 
and be a nuisance to the neighborhood. 
Ur. Hunt’s stable was objectionable, lie 
said, and tliu noise of die horse kept 
him awake at night. It was hoped to 
have the stables there removed as soon 
as Spruce street was laitl out. 

Ur. Talbot said lie had no idea that 
the stable would lie detrimental to any 
of tlie property in the neighborhood; 
there w as plenty of room for the stable, 
it would be connected with his ow n 
house, the cellar w ould be cemented and 
be should have regard enough for the 
health of his family to prevent its being 
a nuisance.

Mayor Kimball stated that lie had a 
very unpleasant duly to perform, in 
leading a i oiiimiiuicatiou from Alderman 
Tyler of Ward Seven, which stated that 
as he was unexpectedly called from the 
city for an indefinite time, ho was com- 
pelled to resign bis position as alderman. 

The announcement was received with 
great surprise and regret, as the action 
was unexpected to most of those present. 
Mayor Kimball stated bis regret that any 
occasion should arise, requiring Alder- 
man Tyler to take such action, as the 
cily would lose a most valuable and 
faithful otlicial. He was happy to attest, 
however, to the pleasant and cordial re- 
lations lie had always hail with thcaldci- 
man from Ward he veil, and he was sine 
he expressed the sentiments of all the 
members when lie said that while his ac- 
tion was received w ith profound regret 


iation of the kindness he had met while 
a member of both branches of tho city 
government. He had come to his olHc- 
ial duties late in life, with no taste for 
them, but from tlie members of both 
hoards and from the executive officers, he 
had received only generous and consid- 
erate treatment. lie had heard the city 
government harshly criticised, ami lie 
had often found fault himself, before lie 
was a member, but lie had found the of- 
ficials conscientiously, striving to work 
for the best interests of tlie city, and tho 
members of both branches working for 
tlie good of tlie community at a great 
sacriliccto themselves. They gave their 
services freely and he could hear witness 
to the faithful manner in which they 
worked. 

Alderman Pettco said that he was hap 
py to say that his relations with Alder- 
mro Tyler had always been pleasant 
ones, and lie had had occasion to apprec- 
iate; tlie value of his services to the city 
both in regard to tlie Public Library nnil 
on tlie Park committee. He had depend- 
ed a groat deal on his suggestions and 
advice, and regretted oxeeedingly that 
tlie health of a member of his family 
compelled him to leave Newton for a 
season. He hoped that all the lienetit 
expected would ho derived from tho trip 
aud that he would again return to take 
part in public affairs in Newton. 

Alderman Ward said that tho city 
could hardly afford to lose such a valua- 
ble member of the city government, and 
it would lie difficult to tlnd another who 
could (ill his place so well. He had re- 
lied a great deal on his judgment and 
had found no member more faithfully 
striving to work for the best interests of 
tlie city. He had hoped that he would 
remain until the end of the year, nnd lie 
certainly hoped that his visit to the west 
would succeed in its object and that Mr. 
Tyler would return to take part again in 
city affairs. 

Alderman Chadwick said that ho was 
more surprised than lie could easily find 
words toexpress. He had enjoyed his 
presence and wiso counsel at meetings of 
the board, and hoped that all the expect- 
ed benefit would be gained from his vis- 
it to California. 

Alderman Nickerson expres-ed his full 
concurrence with all that had been said, 
both as to the value of Alderman Ty- 
ler's services for the city and the regret 
of the members in losing such a wise 
counsellor in city affairs.

Parc Of the Ejos. 

Kaolt man’s eyes differ from those of 
his fellow, says an authority on tho eyo 
and its diseases in tho Mail and Express. 
No two pairs are alike. Here aro a few 
simple directions in cases of accident 
which it would lie well to follow: When 
a cinder or any foreign substance ,’gets 
Into tho eye, never rub the eye. Wait a 
moment, then gontly open and close tho 
lid: the tears which follow this operation 
will usually wash out the intruding sub- 
stanco. However, should it refuse to 
go. turn up the lid under which the sub 
stance is, and remove it with a soft 
handkerchief. If the substance becomes 
imbedded in tho cornea, or eyeball, go to 
a physician immediately. 

In bathing tlie eves it makes no mate- 
rial dilfercnco, as has been alleged, 
whether they are rubbed toward the 
noso or from it. It is injudicious, how- 
ever, to allow cold water to enter tho 
eye, as this act may engender disease. 
It should never be allowed except under 
skillcd advice. Do not use the eyes af- 
ter they aro tired. They should be rest- 
ed, if only for a moment. Avoid the use 
of eyes while travelling in a railway car 
riagoor in poor light. Do not work 
with the head bent low. Uso a sloping 
desk when writing. Never allow the 
light to shine in your eyes while work- 
ing; let it come over the left shoulder if 
possible. If this cannot be accomplished, 
wear a shade. 

Avoid tho use of colored glasses, un- 
less under competent advice, except 
when exposed to bright light such ns 
the glare of tlie sun upon the snow or 
water. Then they may lie used with 
great lienetit. Loudon smoked glasses, 
or blue, are tho only colors that should 
bo worn under these circumstances. 
Avoid holding a book, when reading, 
too near the eye, as the nearer it is held 
the greater tho strain. On tho other 
hand, do not hold it too far away, as 
then tlie strain is even greater. Conta- 
gion is tlie most fertile cause of the 
spread of external diseases, especially 
granulated lids. This is most generally 
the case in public institutions, where 
children live nnd sleep together, and of- 
ten wash themselves in the same water. 
Isolation is the only known method for. 
preventim; the spread of this disease. 

A normal eye should he perfectly 
strong and not become easily tired. U 
should not require the use of glasses un- 
til the age of forty-live has been reached. 
By the use of proper glasses they should 
remain strong indefinitely. A far-sight 
eil man requires glasses for reading 
much earlier than a man who is neai- 
sichtcd. When a person does not need 
glasses for reading at tho ago of tifty 
years, it proves conclusively that lie 
must have been near-sighted in his 
youth.

its TWENTIETH ANNIVEKSAUY rKI.KIIHA- 
TED I.AST StTNllAV. 

The twentieth anniversary of t ho Cen- 
tral Congregational church was appropri- 
ately celebrated Inst Sunday. The growth 
of the society during tho past 20 years 
compares favorably with the churches j 
of the same and other denominations in 
tho city, and a brief sketch of its history 
will be of interest to many of our rend- 
ers. Several residents of Newtonville, 
who wore members of various Congre- 
gational churches, instituted regular 
wockly mootings for prayer and confer- 
ence in the year 1807. The first meeting 
was held at tho residence of Mr. Nath- 
aniel D. V»se. Dec. 11, isil”. From these 
meetings grew the establishment of tho 
religious society and the subsoipicut pur- 
chase of a house of worship. The chap- 
el occupied Jby the Methodist society • 
was purchased and provision made fer a 
pulpit simply. On April 8, 1808. the 
church was opened for regular services. 
Rev. It. .1. Patrick of West Newton 
preaching in tho forenoon and Itev. J. 
W. Wellman of Newton in tho evening. 
Tho church was organized by public ser- 
vices. Sept. 8, 1808, and 1! ;v. Joseph 11. 
Clark installed pastor. Tho constituent 
members of the church wore the follow- 
ing:

charge, by Itev. J. W. Wellman of New- 
ton; right hand of fellowship, Itev. E. E. 
Strong of Waltham; address to the peo- 
ple. Bev. II. J. Patrick of West Newton. 
□ 1 L’lie pastorate of Itev. Sir. Clark 
closed July 1, 1872, and during his min- 
istry eighty-six {persons were admitted 
to the church. Bev. James It. Dau forth 
was installed January 2, 1870. The ser- 
mon on th is occasion was delivered by 
Bev. Z. Eddy. 1). D. ; installation prayer 
by Itev. S. It. Deunen of Watertown; 
charge, Bev. E. E. Strong of Watertown;

The pres- 
ent pastor is Bev. Pleasant Hunter, Jr.

Slocum, Jan. 11, 1877. 

After tho pastorale of the late Bev. E. 

Frank Howe, the pulpit was supplied by 
Bov. Mr, Gunsaulus, one of the must gift- 
d young ministers of tho Congregation 1 
denomination. The present pastor is 
Bev. Pleasant Hunter, Jr., and his labor 
has resulted in adding materially to the 
church membership and in promoting 
tho precepts and teaching of Christiani- 
ty in this community, lie is a rapid and 
oloqtionj speaker and during his minis- 
try lias delivered a series of Sunday eve- 
ning lectures which have awakened a 
keen interest ill religious matters. 

The construe tion of a now church edi- 
fice is contemplated and in the near fu- 
ture a beautiful building will he erected 
by tins growing community. 

The oxercises at the 27th anniversary 
were simple iu charaotor consisting of 
addresses by Messrs. W. F. and W. S. 

Slocum, Austin G. Sherman and Charles 
Davidson. Mr. W. F. Slocum spoke of 
tho early history of tho church, tracing 
the events up to the pastorate of the late 
Bev. E. Frank Howe. Mr Sherman gave 
an interesting sketch of t lie church his- 
tory during tlie past few years, alluding 
to tlie pastorates of Itev. Mr, Gunsaulus 
ami Bov. Pleasant Hunter, Jr.

I ltii day of December, 1807, tho first 
meeting looking towards the formation 
of the church was held at tho liouso of 
Mr. N. I). Vohc. April 7th, 1808 , was tho 
date of the first service in the cliuruh. 
September 8th, 1808, a council was hold 
ami tliu churou was duly formed and the 
first pastor, the Bev. J. II. Clark, was in- 
stalled. Upon October 1st, 1808 , at a 
meeting of the church standing rules 
were adopted and among them in tlie or- 
der of business nro the following items: 

“The report of the .Superintendent of 
the Sunday school and action thereon.” 
"Choice of Sunday school officers.” 

This shows that it was tlio intention of 
tlio founders of this church, that tho Sun- 
day school should he, ns it ought, a de- 
partment of tlio church and not an inde- 
pendent organization. 

The records of tho church show also 
thnt upon tlio first annual meeting of tlio 
ehurcli in January, 1808. in the absence 
of tho Superintendent, the report of tho 
school was made by its secietnry, Mr, E. 
W. Vose. In January, 1S7<>. at tlie an- 
! mud meeting of the church the Superin- 
tendent being absent, the report was pre- 
sented by the assistant Superintendent, 

• Mr. George C. Littlefiield. In 1871 the 
Superintendent himself reported and 
upon each succeeding annual mooting 
tlio Siipcrtendent of the Sunday school 
lias made his report to tbochurcli. Those 
reports are valuable as they show not 
! only tlie history of tlio school, hut also 
I arc full of suggestions which are valu- 
able to Sunday school workers. 

Ill 1877 and 1S78 a normal class was 
held in connection with tlio school to aid 
tlio teachers by tho study of tlio lessons 
and also by discussion of methods of 
teaching. At the first mooting of this 
class the following definition of tlio Son- 
day school was adopted, which lias al- 
ways been true in relation to this school. 
"The Sunday school is that department 
of the church in whioh the word of God 
is taught for tho purpose of bringing 
souls to Christ and of building up souls 
in Christ.” This definition states of tho 
Sunday school: 

First— That it is a department of tlio 
Church. 

Second— Tliat its purpose is the study 
of tho word of God for two purposes: 
first, to bring souls to Christ; second, 
tlie building up souls in Christ. 

Some idea of tlio amount of study that 
lias been done in tins school may lie had 
when wo find that for the third time in 
its history it is upon a seven years’ 
course of study of tlie Bible; and that, 
that course each time, lias been a series 
of lessons from the whole Bible, from 
Genesis to Revelation. Since tho gener- 
al use of the International system which 
nearly all schools in this country have 
adopted, tlie best minds have contribu- 
ted and written for it. and the value of 
the study cannot he estimated. It is val- 
uable for the smallest and the greatest 
minds. 

As has been said of the gospel, how 
many have found joy ami peace in the 
scriptures. It lias been a source of com- 
fori and strength alike to the profound- 
est and tlie smallest understanding. It 
satisfied tlie great soul of Chalmers, as 
it satisfied tho poor and ignorant woman 
who applied to him for admission into 
the Church, and who could only tell 
him what she thought of Christ in these 
words: “I cannot describe liim, but I 
I would die for him.” 

j If I may allude to my own experience, 
j 1 would say that I have been connected 
with this school for nineteen out of 
twenty years of its existence; and there 
is no study of my life that I prize more 
highly th , hi that which 1 have had there. 

In regard to the teachers of tho Sunday 
school Dr. James W. Alexander lias 
made this observation. “It is my dclibei- 
; ate judgment that the best part of the 
i American church is tint which is in the 
ranks of the Sunday school reaching or 
’ which Ins been there.” This sell ml in 
its history has been no execution to this 
observation, and tlio faithful, pious 
word of its teachers is to lie commended 
to this ehurcli and congregation. 

The importance and place of the Sun- 
day school in our churches should ho a 
Our public 
I will not 

say which, are without religious instruc- 
tion. Another ehurcli, whose foresight 
and wisdom we might copy, seek to rem- 
edy this want of the public schools by 
establishing those of its own, Parochial 
schools. As an illustration of this we 
may turn to our neighboring city of Wal- 
tham, where Parochial schools have been 
established, ami scholars have begun to 
attend them, so that it lias been found 
necessary to close a part of tlie public 
schools of that city for lack of pupils. 

Tho hope of the Protestant church of 
to-day for religious instruction is in tho 
Sunday school. It would scorn to be tho 
duty of every patriotic Christian citizen 
to help this institution of tlie church: to 
send his children there, to see that they 
have a proper moans of instruction, and 
proper teachers, and to ho there himself 
either to teacli or receive instruction. 
That teaching is never completed, and 
no one can ever truly say that from it I 
have graduated. 

When the invitation to tho Sunday 
school is given it should not ho confined 
to tlie children, hilt it should lie given 
iu tlie name of the church, in the name 
of tlio city and iu tlio name of tlie Com- 
monwealth, and urged by every religious 
and patriotic motive.

The resignation of Alderman Tyler 
has caused as much regretful surprise 
among the people as among the board of 
aldermen, whore the members gave ex- 
pression to their feeling in terms very 
complimentary to Mr. Tyler. During his 
short term as a member of the city gov- 
ernment he has made many warm 
friends of his fellow-members, who have 
always found him a wise counsellor and 
an earnest worker for the best interests 
of tho city. Mr. Tyler says that he is 
past the ago when public office has any 
attraction for a man, but he has made a 
record of which any citizen might well 
fool proud. All will regret the neces- 
sity that compels him to resign, and 
seek a milder climate, on account of the 
ill health of a member of his family, and 
will hope that the trip will bring all the 
benefit expected from it. 

The Graphic has been indebted to A1 
derman Tyler for much valuable advice, 
which was always disinterested and 
kindly given, and his suggestions in re- 
gard to the discussion of city affairs 
have ever been eminently sound and 
practical.

The rest of the state ticket, with the 
exception of the treasurer, was nlso 
wisely chosen, Editor Mardcn of Lowell 
being nominated to succeed Mr. Heard. 
Mr. Mardeu will probably make a good 
official, but it is surprising to find a suc- 
cessful editor willing to accept any office. 
It is a step down in the world, which 
few men in Mr. Mardon’s position are 
willing to take, hut Mr. Mardeu has 
always had a fondness for public office, 
and as he is qnito ns earnest a politician 
as Mr. Heard, he will probably make just 
as good a state treasurer. 

Tho speech of Mr. Grecnhalgo in nomi- 
nating Gen. Draper was a rather amusing 
performance, and he painted the Hope- 
dale millionaire in such high colors that 
oven the Milford Journal would find diffi- 
culty in recognizing its patron, Mr. 
Grecnhalgo evidently set out to describe 
an ideal statesman, and he lost sight of 
his candidate before he got fairly under 
way. 

The platform is about like all political 
platforms, with signs of having been 
written at a high pressure, nnd the 
greater part is taken up with the tariff 
and the fisheries, and ca'culated rather 
to appeal to the prejudices than to the 
intelligence of tho voters. On the tem- 
perance question a decided stand is tak- 
en in favor of the submission to tho peo- 
ple of a prohibitory amendment to the 
constitution, a courageous statement is 
made in favor of our public school sys- 
tem, and against any plan of public aid 
to sectarian schools. Monopolies are con- 
demned, although the platform might 
have been more explicit as to tho way 
they are to he broken up, and also as to 
the reform in the immigration and natu- 
ralization laws, which is endorsed ns 
necessary. Tho platform winds up by 
commeding the national ticket to “all 
who desire a safe, economical and lion 
est administration of public affairs,’ 
which proves that Massachusetts at least 
is not in favor of extravagant appropria- 
tions and unlimited subsidies, in order 
to use up tbe surplus. 


THEY BOTH ACCEPT. 


Both of the leading candidates for 
tho presidency have set at rest all 
doubts of their accepting the honors of- 
ferrod them and their letters make very 
instructive reading, and both should be 
studied by tho intelligent voter. As 
matter of courtesy to the President, 
probably, Gen. Harrison waited until tho 
former’s letter appeared before publish- 
ing liis own. 

General Harrison is not as outspoken 
as his rival, lint he declares that lie is in 
favor of revising the tariff “with an In- 
telligent prevision as to tho effect upon 
our domestic production and tho wages 
of oi»r working people,’’ and he does not 
think it will be necessary to entirely re- 
peal tho internal taxes. This will 
strengthen him with those who did not

In your paper of the Oth, I am report- 
ed to tho Hoard of Aldermen by tho 
chairman of the Highway Committee, as 
refusing to pay $100 for road repairs as 
per agreement. That is not so. Tho 
truth is that tho Highway Committee 
refuse to do their part. 

isi explanation of this position I will 
make essentially the same statement I 
made to tlie committee some four years 
ago, to wit’ 

Some sixteen years ago I purchased a 
large tract of land, on the north sido of 
the hill, then taxed for three to four 
thousand dollars, and nt once made 
large improvements, spending on roads 
and six houses some twenty thousand 
dollars. On the road of which the 300 
feet in dispute, forms a part, ono thous- 
and dollars, asking the town to perfect 
this 300 feet and accept the whole. For 
a temporary reason it was not then ac- 
cepted, but the tax valuation raised near 
the whole twenty thousand dollars, 
which has been paid to this day, without 
the town or city paying one dollar, until 
last year, on this 300 feet. 

For a time the property wont out of 
my bauds, and all improvements wero 
suspended. Some 5 years since it came 
back to me, and though late iu life, (85), 
l was still desirous of seeing it put iu 
the condition that for the good of all 
ought to he permanent, and urged tho im- 
mediate perfecting of this 300 feet, which 
connected the road on which the houses 
Btood, and the land with an accepted 
iouI, and being put off from year to year,

said Ilie same. 1 was then spending 
si 100 myself wishing to got through and 
have a lot sale, and improvements going 
on, which was with tho understanding it 
would bo done that year, yet nothing 
was done until another year, and thou 
left so as to gully worse than over in a 
sharp shower, nothing to prevent tlie 
water from rushing into tho front door 
of a house if built on my laud opposito.

Lasell Seminary re-opens September 20, 
Thursday ueqt, witli a full complement 
of pupils. The school lias been tilled 
since May 1, ami pupils have been re- 
fused every day owing to lack ot room.

SYMPHONY CON’CKRL. ok 1838-11. 

The lirst of the series of concerts to bo 
given by tlio Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra during the season of 1S88-U will occur 
Saturday 13, and the concerts will bo giv- 
en weekly from that date, preceded by 
the usual public rehearsals on Friday 
afternoon. 

The personnel of the orchestra will be 
but little changed. A new first trumpet 
lias boon engaged to till the place of M 
L’Africain, who will play second trum- 
pet by his own preference. A new first 
clarinet will take the place of Mr. Stras- 
ser, and Mr. Adamowski will bo wel- 
comed back to tlio ranks of the lirst vio- 
linists.

“TIIR mUMINGIIAM FESTIVAL.’* 

The Birmingham Festival, at Birming- 
ham, England, took place this year, 
August 28, 20, 80, 31. This festival is 
held every throe years, tlio net receipts 
being given to the (Jonoral Hospital. The 
festivals were begun in 170S, and have 
been produced gradually upon a larger 
scale, over 2100,000 having been cleared 
since their foundation.

The evening 
programmes as a rule were miscellane- 
ous. the oratorios of "Elijah,’’ “The 
Gold m Legend,” "Tlio Messiah,” and 
•Saul," with Berlioz’s “Messe des Molds’’ 
Dvorak's “Stab.it Mater,” and the Bach 
“Magnificat” completing the list of 
clioia compositions.

DON’T COME TILL OCTODEU. 

1111. WILLIAM A. HAMMOND’S ADVICE Til 
PARENTS, 

Many people who have boon sensible 
enough to spend the summer in (lie coun- 
try look forward to September as Hie 
mouth in which t hey are to return to 
town and resume the labors from which 
they sought to escape in the early sum- 
mer. Year after year they go through 
tlie same experience of heal scarcely less 
intense than Hint of July, to which issu- 
peraddod a degree of uiuggiuesa far in 
excess of any that midsummer ulTnrded. 
Tlioy resolve each time that next year 
they will stay away until October, but 
eaeli year sees tlie resolution broken, in 
fuct, our social customs are such that it 


is almost impossible, oxcopt with those 
who have nothing to do, to remain away 
until tho autumn has fairly begun. It is 
very much the snmo ns it Is with our din- 
ner hour: wo find it very inconvenient 
unless we follow tho custom of tho place 
in which wo live. 

( One of tho principal excuses for com- 
ing home early is based upon tho fact 
that most of the schools resume work in 
September, and that tlio education of 
John. Mary, Tom and Lucy must not bo 
neglected, and consequently the physical 
health of the children must lie disre- 
garded in order that t hey may learn tlio 
distance from New York to Constantino- 
ple, and plod away at other studies not 
much more calculated to ho of advantage 
to them in tlioir future struggle for exis- 
tence, A good deal of observation lias 
convinced me that tlie difficulty is not so 
much witli school commissioners and 
academy principals ami college presi- 
dents as it is witli t ho p.’vents them- 
selves, who act in total oblivion of tlio 
fact that mental health is absolutely de- 
pendent upon physical health; that, 
strong muscles, largo lungs and a sound 
stomach are among the best possible fac- 
tors of a good brain. I am very sure, 
too, that school children, other tilings 
lioing equal, would learn it bettor in tlio 
nine months from October to July than 
they would with September added to 
tlio number. So long, however, as it is 
the ambition of parents to over-educate 
their children, without reference to the 
particular course of life or business 
which the children are to pursue, wo 
shall have infant minds stunted with ex- 
cessive work at a multiplicity of studies, 
not one of which is thoroughly learned. 
Tlie sons of a slioo-mader. or of a tailor, 
or of a banker, or of a lawyer, arc put 
into tlie same hopper and nro ground out 
with tlio same degree of linoness, to tlie 
disadvantage and dissatisfaction of those 
who are compelled by a force of circum- 
stances to play comparatively insignifi- 
cant parts ill society. Tlioy have re- 
ceived just enough education to develop 
in them tlie yearning for something bet- 
ter, which not ono in lb of them can ev- 
er realize even in this country of almost 
unbounded opportunity for advance- 
ment. 

Not only do our schools begin too ear- 
ly in tlie season and too many studies 
are pursued in them, but tlio hours de- 
voted to school-work are moro than 
should ho required, due regard being 
had for Hie welfare of liutli mind ami 
body. So far as tlie time usually given 
to study in tlie schoolroom is concerned, 
tlioi'o is very little fault to be found 
Six hours a day, with an intermission of 
half an hour at noon, is an amount of 
time with which no fault can reasonable 
bo found with children who have passed 
their 12th year. But it is rarely tho ease 
that the work ends with tlie dismissal 
from school at 3 o'clock in tho afternoon, 
for it is carried on with as much, if nut 
more.assiiluity at homo and (lin ing houis 
that should lie devoted to recreation 
Teachers have often told me that they 
do not require their pupils to study at 
homo. Doubtless they spoke tlie truth. 
They should have gone farther; they 
should not have allowed their pupils to 
study at homo; and if their injunctions 
to that effect were not sufficient they 
should have nindo them known to the 
parent and insisted upon their enforce- 
ment. Many children are ambitions to 
excel in their classes or liavo an insatia- 
ble desire for knowledge, tlie result of 
nil abnormally-developed brain. They 
should no more be allowed to use that 
organ to excess than they should be per- 
mitted to overload their stomachs with a 
variety of food. Yet parents who would 
unhesltatinglv cut oil' t.lio extra piece ot 
pie for fear of indigestion will not liesi- 
iate to encourage tlie effort to absorb 
some additional branch of knowledge. 
There is a mental dyspepsia, the result 
of redundancy, as surely as there is that 
form which results from repletion of the 
digestive organs. — [Springfield' Republi- 
can. 

An American Political Economy. 

Havo the orthodox English ocoimnii-ts 
sinco Adam Smith ever overcome tlie in- 
sular quality of tlioir work, or sufficiently 
counted upon tlie mind of man as a fac- 
tor in material production? Is it not de- 
sirable that more attention should be 
given to tlio method of Adam Smith than 
to tlie dogmas of Malthas, Ricardo, and 
Mill? If so. then the facts which are 
now being gathered by statisticians. espec- 
ially in this country, may hereafter serve 
to give a broad extension of the narrow 
and insular habits of thought which tlie 
students of political economy have de- 
rived mainly from English writers. Let 
it not lie supposed for an instant t lint 1 
assume that there can be an American 
system of political economy as distin- 
guished from an English system. Sucli 
a conception would lie utterly inconsist- 
ent with any true idea of science. Yet, 
is it not true that habits of thought arc 
unconsciously controlled by tlio environ 
ment ol tin- w i itei ? 

When the day dawns in which tho 
En 'lish-speaking people of tlio world 
ilia, become united under a system 
which shall give to every man the in- 
most iberty consistent with tlio rights of 
his follow-men; when national prejudice 
is abated, ami the whole great body 
moves onward in its elfort to benefit the 
people of the world by mutual service, 
tlie word will thou go forth to all oilier 
nations. Disarm or siarve. The Statue 
of Liberty which stands at tlie mouth of 
tlie great harbor of ourcouiitry may then 
in truth enliglite i the world. This is 
til i vision which lies hack of the dry col- 
umns of figures, and which brings tlie 
imagination into play on tlie part of him 
who can rend what is hetweou their lines.

To the Editor of the (iltAi'inc. 

There is, 1 believe, a Latin saying, the 
substance of which is that suppressed 
truth is in effect falsehood. 1 have been 
kept reminded of this ever since reading 
pages of tlie Report of tlie Newton 
.School Committee tor 1887. 1 by no 

means, however, say, or insinuate, or 
believe, that a faisb impression was in- 
tended, hut I do think it singulaily un- 
fortunate that there was not included in 
the table ou page :>2 of tlie report, tlie 
statement of the amouut raised for each 
child of school age iu each of the cities 
and towns named in that table. For then 
two tilings would have plainly appeared, 
First, that tlie ready answer to the re- 
marksou page 111, is that Newton, being 
a wealthy city, a very low percentage of 
its valuation may nevertheless produce a 
large sum of money. Because a labor- 
ing man spends lit ty per cent, of Ins in- 
come on his table, it does not follow that 
he lives better, or is ,i more liberal pro- 
vider for his family than the Wealthy 
man who may not spend ten ur live per 
cent of iiis income upon his table. It 
may only show that tlie laborer receives 
so little that even plain living co»m a 
large part of all lie mins, while the licit 
man may live on all ilie delicacies ot the

Mrs. Cheney remarked that she consid- 
ered it a good augury that the minds of 
women should turn to the schools so 
soon after the summer vacation. It 
showed that however much they might 
havo enjoyed the singing of the birds, 
the blossoming of the dowers or the 
sparkling of the sea, they were ready to 
think again of practical matters. In 
speaking of the duty of individuals to so- 
ciety, she said that rich men sometimes 
think it a hardship to pay taxes for the 
benefit of the schools, from which tiicy 
derive no direct benefit in return. But 
in onr time a certain amount of educa- 
tion is necessary to make the individual 
a good citizen. Of course a little Indian 
pappoose need not learn reading, writing, 
or arithmetic. He must he taught to 
hunt and to fish since it is necessary that 
hobo educated in this way in order to 
support himself. A certain amount of 
school education is enforced by law in 
the U. S., since experience has shown it 
to be valuable. But the public school 
system is not oppressive. It averages 
only sixteen dollars a head per year 
throughout the U. .S., and does not ex- 
ceed twenty-five dollars a head per year 
in the large cities. This is certaiulv not 
a large sum for the amount of instruc- 
tion given. 

Mrs. Cheney spoke of the great value 
of tiie industrial education now being in- 
troduced into many of the schools, and 
mentioned with enthusiasm the noble 
woman whose maguificeut gift of a mil- 
lion dollars have supported a number of 
public kindergartens during the last ten 
years in Boston and vicinity. Tiie city 
not being ready to support these at the 
expiration of ten years, they were con- 
tinued another year at an additional ex- 
pense of a hundred thousan i dollars. aud 
have now been received as a part of tbe 
public school system. 

•"Brains,” said the speaker, “are ex- 
ceedingly democratic, and not confined 
to any one class. A foundling child may 
develop by proper education into a bril- 
1 liant man, and tiie state gets the advan- 
tage of such development. It sliould al- 
! ways give the opportunity for the devel- 
opment latent talent. This has always 
been enforced in France, aud this is why 
France always falls upon its feet. in spite 
of its frequent revolutions. Paris opens 
wide the doors of her varied aud exten- 
sive institutions of learning to all who 
may seek to enter.” 

I In regard to matters of education it is 
the first duty of women to think, lguor- 
; ance can only be overcome bv education 
and enlightenment. The ignorant mass- 
| es can not be driven away; they mav be 
j brought under good influences by educa- 
tion and enlightenment; and if women 
1 would realize this, they would believe it 
j to be tlieii duty to assist in putting into 
power those who would take an interest 
, in public education, and not allow the 
question ot politics to enter into the se- 
! e ction of school con mittces. The ques- 
: tion of party sometimes rules the elec- 
tion ol school committees, and thus im- 
| proper persons are put upon the boards.

The board of aldermen met in regular 
session, Monday evening. In the absence 
of Mayor Kimball Alderman Pettee pre- 
sided. and the meeting was called to or- 
der promptly at 7.20, a reform which was 
appreciated. Aldermen Nickerson, John- 
son, Chadwick and Ward were present. 

Alderman Johnson presented a peti- 
tion from H. H. Newell and othors of 
Ward 4. for a lire alarm signal box at the 
corner of Woodland and Vista avenues; 
referred. 

Chas. II. Noyes and others of Ward 
asked for an electric light at tiro corner 
of Boylston street and Meredith avenue. 
Aldermen Pettee said that although an 
electric light was asked for, they would 
not insist upon that, but wanted some 
better light than tlioy had at present. 

The petition was referred to the light 
committee. 

A petition was received from E. I,. 
Crandall A Co., and the Newton Rubber 
company, who liavo bought the Paper 
Mill at Upper Falls, asking that a tiro 
alarm signal box be 'located at their fac 
tory, as they would bring a large amouut 
of taxable property to Newton and 
thought that it should receive proper 
protection from tire; referred to the fire 
committee. 

Alderman Johnson presented a notice 
from C. C. Stearns, of his intention to 
build a double house, 38 by 42, on Par- 
ker avenue, Ward 5. 

C. H. Newliall petitioned for a license 
to erect a building 40 by 41, at Newton 
Highlands, for stores and offices. 

The Newton Rubber company asked 
for license to put in a 123 horse powor 
boiler and engine at their factory on 
Boylston street, Ward 5, and |a hearing 
was granted them for Tuesday ovening, 
October 2nd, at 8 p.m. 

CHESTER STREET. 

Alderman Nickerson presented a re- 
port from the Highway committee, favor 
ing the acceptance of Chester street. 
Ward 5, from Lincoln to Forest streets 
and also an order granting a hearing to 
property owners interested, on Monday 
October 15, at 8 p.m. before the board of 
aldermen, and on Oct. 22 before the com 
mon council. The report stated that the 
property owners would contribute 8125 if 
the city would pay for the rest of the ex 
pense, which, according to Alderman 
Pettee, would not amount to over >6100' 
Alderman Johnson asked if that was 
not establishing a precedent, and if the 
city ordinances did not require that a 
street should be put in order before be- 
ing accepted. 

Alderman Pettee called Alderman 
Ward to the chair, and explained that 
the street was laid out in 1872, when 
Newton was a town, and it was the cus- 
tom of tlie town to pay one third of the 
cost of laying out new str eets. The mat- 
ter slipped by and the street was not ac- 
cepted as it was agreed it should be, and 
since then the abuttors bad kept the 
street iu repair. The argument that the 
city should pay about 8100 towards the 
work was only a fair compromise, and 
the rule that applied to new streets did 
not apply here. 

Alderman Johnson said he only asked 
for information. He did not believe in 
showing partiality, but iu treating every 
one alike. 

Alderman Nickersou said the whole 
matter would como up at the hearing, 
and the report of the committee was ac- 
cepted. 

FLORAE STREET. 

The Highway committee presented a 
report in favor of the acceptance of Flo- 
ral street from Walnut street, southwest- 
erly, under the betterment law, and hear- 
ings were ordered for Oct. 15, at 8 p.m., 
before the aldermen and Oct. 22, before 
the common council, and tire property 
owners interested ordered to be notified. 

Fifty-nine thousand tlueu hundred and 
tifty three dollars and tifty-seven cents 
was appropriated lor the expenses of 
the city during the month of October. 

Alderman Ward presented an order, 
which was passed, authorizing the lining 
up Of polling places, providing of boxes, 
etc., for the coming election. 

DURANT STREET. 

Alderman Nickerson presented an or- 
der, appropriating *500 for the recon- 
struction of a portion of Durant street, 
Ward 7, to be p.uu i,,i out ol unt xpend- j 
ed balances, or out of the assessment of 
taxes of 1SSU. 

Alderman Chadwick said that he would ■ 
like to amend the order by making the 
amount 85,000. and including other 
streets, which needed re-uou-truetiou I 
fully as much as Durant street, or else I 
vote the order down. He saw no reason : 
why a single street should be singled out 
when it was not a main thoroughfare 
and other streets chat were more trav- | 
eiled were in an even worse condition. 

Alderman Ward said he was opposed 
to spending any tnouey and charging it , 
to next year, amt should vote against it. i 
Alderman I'ettee called Aidcmau 
Ward to the chair, and said that for the 
past six years or so it had been the cos- i 
tom to appropriate 825,003 for re-coii- 
struction of streets, but last year the I 
Highway committee was gi en no tnouey, 
save for general repairs, and the work 
that had ucun begun could not be carried I 
out. Durant street was begun Inst year i 
and 2-5 ids. of the work done; only about i 
500 feet of the work was left to do, and 
there were half a dozen other jobs which 
had been begun and left in an unsightly 
condition, among them being Washing- 
ton street at Lower Falls and Brighton 
street. 

He did not think it was unreasonable 
o tin Is b the work that had been com 
niciiccd, as it was only anticipating work 
that would have to be done uuxi year. 
There ought really to be 85,000 appro- 
pri.it ol for such work. but it was thought 
ih it it would be a good thing to present 
this order, and sue wlrat came ol it. if 
the council refused this it would rulusu 
all, and if this were granted others would 
probably bo, an i so it was presented. 

Alderman Nickerson sod lie favored 
laying the order on the table. it had 
been hurried through and there was u 
good deal of work quite as essential lo 
lie done. The whole should go through 
together. lie thought that the wo k 
which had lieeii begun should be fin- 
ished, ami would favor tabling the pres- 
ent order until the whole thing coul 1 be 
presented.

The matter 
had been before the committee all the 
spring ami summer, and there had been 
great complaint of the lack of ventilation 
of City Hall, especially of tlie rooms in 
the basement, some of tlie city officers 
having been made ill by the foul air, and 
kept from work for some time. The 
furnaces would liavo to he overhauled 
before cold weather, and it was thought 
to bo a good plan to have all :he work 
done at once.

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RALLY AT NEWTON CENTRE. 


EX-tlOV. 1,0X0 ANt> HON. t.I.VI C. WADE 
DISCUSS I’AItTV ISSUES. 


Tlio Ilopubllcnns of Newton Centro in- 
augurated tlie campaign in Newton lest 
Saturday evening by a flag raising, fol- 
lowed by a raliflcatlon mooting in Asso- 
ciates' Hall. A Harrison and Morton flnj? 
was unfurled in tlio square shortly after 
7 o’clock. A display of fireworks was 
sot off on the Common and 'tlio glare of 
bright lights served as a brilllnnt illumi- 
nation and was a source of delight to the 
young pooplo. The address at the un- 
furling of the flag was delivered by Col. 
E. H. Haskell of Newton Centre, who 
spoke substantially as follows: 

cot,, iiaskkli.'s addukss. 

Fellow Republicans : — I am vi ry glad of 
tiic privilege which is affoided me, 
through the courtesy of your commitieo, 
of extending to you a most hearty wel- 
come, as you have gathered here to ratify 
the nominations of the Republican party, 
and to salute the flag of our country as 
it shall once more float to the I retzo 
bearing upon its folds the names of our 
honored leaders. We have gathered hero 
this evening ns Republicans, proud of 
the record of the party which we repre- 
sent, proud of tlio part it has contributed 
to our country’s history, promt of its 
record of high political achievement 
during the past quarter century, anil glad 
of tliis opportunity to testily once more 
our loyally to its principles, and our un- 
bounded faith in its capacity atid disposi- 
tion to meet ail the donniids of the 
future. 

I refer to the reeord of our party par- 
ticularly, because I wish, at this time, to 
empliasizo it, and because it lias become 
•quite tlie fasbiou, in certain quarters of 
late, to belittle the record of tlio Repub- 
lican party, and to assume, that after all 
there is but little real diiTcrenco between 
the two great parties, and that the Demo- 
cratic party, quite as well as our own, 
both by its record and by its pledges for 
tlie futuro, is entitled to tlie support of 
tlie American people. But I know you 
do not share in their sentiments. 

And 1 cannot conceive of a single per- 
son, whether young or old. not even tlie 
veriest school boy, who is In the least 
familiar with tlie political history of his 
country during tlie past twenty-five years, 
making so absurd a claim. If there be 
such a one in this presence, let him ad- 
dress himself honestly to tlie task of 
studying tlio relations of these two 
great parties, to the great public ques- 
ts n i and issues that have pressed for 
settlement during that time, and lie 
will come speedily to but one conclusion. 

But, I take it, you are not loyal sup- 
porters of the Republican party at this 
time, because of its achievements alone, 
great as they have been. Becauso of its 
glorious war record, or its enfran- 
chisement of a race, or its bril- 
liant financial record in bringing up the 
credit of our country from the low, 
humiliating point at which the Demo- 
cratic administration left it in 1800, to 
the highest place attained by any nation; 
nor, because it lias always stood for tlio 
protection of our industries, nor becauso 
it has championed tlie cause, nud tlie 
rights of tlie freedmeu, but. because you 
still have entire confidence in its capaci- 
ty to meet the expectations and wants 
of our people, and because you beliuvo 
it has tlio courage and tlie ability to ad- 
dress itself to meet, nay new issues. 

And, on the contrary, you ate not op- 
posed to the Democratic party, solely be- 
cause of its notoriously bad record, and 
general iucuinpetency to meet great 
emergencies, not alone, because it helped 
to support the Rebellion, and defended 
slavery, and has encouraged organized 
intimidation and fraud in the South, nor 
because it lias persistently opposed every 
attempt of the Republican party to pro- 
vide safe and just election laws, so that 
every voter, black or white, north or 
south, should lie allowed to cast ins vote 
without molestation, and to have that 
vote honestly counted, nor because of its 
declared purpose to remove the shield of 
protection to our industrial system, nor 
because of its wholesale violation of its 
pledges during the present administra- 
tion. In short, it is not solely because 
tlie Democratic party has been on tlie 
wrong side of these great public ques- 
tures and is to-day, on many of them, 
that you are opposing it, but, because 
you iiavo no faith whatever, in its capaci- 
ty to administer, honestly, wisely, or 
judiciously tlie affairs of this great coun- 
try. And if I am addressing any young 
mini, who are hesitating as to the party 
they should ally tliomsolves with, as 
they exercise for the llrst time the right 
of suffrage, let me, appeal to them to 
carefully study the history of tlieso 
parties, and then to take his position, not 
with the party whiclt lias been on tlio 
wrong side, but with tlio party which lias 
liecu on the right side of these great 
issues, for there cau bo nothing, either 
in tlie past record, or present tendency 
of the Democratic party to appeal to a 
young man for his support. 

s»o, I am glad to join with you, fellow 
Republicans, ns you gather bore, at the 
threshold of auothor camnaign, to em- 
phasize your loyaltv to the Republican 
party, and I am glad also to bring to you 
the congratulations of the. hour, as tlie 
rising tido of public opinion, borne to us 
from Oregon ami Vermont and Maine, 
declares, in no uutnistakablu language in 
favor of tlie party which has always 
stood for the highest and best interests 
of the American people, and as wo now 
throw our ting to tlie breeze in this 
honored city, which has always been con- 
spicuous for its devotion to Republican 
principles, let us pledge to it, let us 
pledge to our party, let us pledge to our 
distinguished leaders, Harrison ami Mor- 
ton, our most hearty, our most enthusi- 
astic support. 

At tlio conclusion of Col. Haskell’s re- 
marks, the (lag was unfurled and three 
hearty cheers were given, tlio band ren- 
dering a patriotic air. Tlio crowd then 
dispersed and a large number of people 
proceeded to Associates* Hall, which 
was soon completely tiled, many being 
compelled to remain outside. 

Tlie invited guests took scats upon the 
platform and tlie baud tiled into tlie hall 
and took seats upon the left side of tlie 
ball. Among those upon the platform 
wore noticed the speakers of the even- 
ing; Ex-Gov. John D. Long and Hon. 
l.evi C. Wade, Ex-Mayor Aldeu Bpoaro 
ami Win. 1*. Ellison, Alderman John 
Ward. Ex- Alderman Chester, Mr. C. B. 
Collin, chairman of the Republican ward 
and city committee, Mr. James T. Allen, 
air. 1„ A. Hall, Mr. Garduer, Mr. Louis 
Collin, ex-president of the common coun- 
cil, and many others. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Mr. Avery Rand, chairman of the ward 
six committee, who spoke briefly, wel- 
coming tlie largo representative gather- 
ing witli its complement of fair ladies 
and expressing his pleasure at seeing so 
many prusout. It was au indication that 
Republicanism was alive in ward six. 
Hu helibved that tlie Republican party 
had a record of which they might feel 


proud. Wliilo wo may not agree with 
tlio views anil action of individuals in the 
party, wo recogttlzo its honesty of pur- 
pose" and Its allegiance to tlie best inter- 
ests of the people ntnl tlio government. 

Massachusetts has had among Its sons 
many noble men, men who have upheld 
the dignity of the state and nation. To- 
night we iiavo with us a son of Massa- 
chusetts who has boon serving Iter in an 
honorable capacity, a man whom wo lis- 
ten to with pleasure and who honors us 
with his prosotico. There may lie n time 
when one of Massachusetts’ sons will bo 
called upon to govern the nation. .Should 
that time come anil I hope it may, tlio 
voico of Massachusetts will be heard 
with no uncertain sound and it would bo 
a source of grntillcntlou to many of her 
sons if the name ot Hon. John I). Long 
was presented for that position. [Ap- 
plause.] It gives me grent pleasure to 
introduce to you Hon. John D. Long. 

When the gifted and eloquent con- 
gressman of tlio old Bay State arose and 
stepped forward to tlie front of tho plat- | 
form, at tlio conclusion of Mr. Rand’s 
remarks, lie was greeted with hearty 
cheers and enthusiastic applause. He 
expressed Ids appreciation of tlie hearty 
welcome and proceeded to discuss tlio is- 
sues of tho campaign, speaking substan- 
tially as follows: 

kx-oov. long’s address. 

I am not here tliis evening to deliver 
an oration, blit rather to talk over the is- 
sues of tlio prosout canvas in a neighbor- 
ly way. I shall not allude to tlie great 
victories in Mnitio, Oregon and Vermont, 
|applausej, but shall appeal to your con- 
victions and patriotic sentiments, recog- 
nizing tlie fact that you represent an in- 
telligent community, that you are famil- 
iar witli tlio political situation of the 
country nnd that you vote conscieutious- 
y for the best interests of tlie state and 
nation.

A'ou know that it is'a fortunate 
circumstance that the Republican party 
lias been in control in tliis state during 
tlio past 20 years and you know that 
lias been a manifest disposition during 
tlio last two or three years to speak 
slightingly of tho old party. I want to 
meet this if I can, to penetrate below 
the surface and to see if there is any rea- 
son in tlie world why we as Republicans 
should not sustain this party now as well 
ns in former years. 

Tho Republican party is the history of 
tlio country ; all tho great reforms have 
beon carried out uuder its banner. To 
whatever promotes education, temper- 
anco and patriotism ; to whatever en- 
franchises labor, increasing its wage and 
makes happier its home: to whatever 
makes secure the one great safeguard of 
the Union and the one great possession 
of tlie citizen; tiis ballot and the right to 
cast and have it counted; to whatever 
most enhances tlio progress and dignity 
and prosperity of the LHiitcd States, tlie 
Republican party has consecrated itself. 
The party is just as good and pure to-day 
ns it ever was. Look through Us per- 
sonnel and you And the same class and 
character of men today as were identified 
with the party in tho past. Entering 
into the great municipalities, we begin to 
llnd an clement in public life that is to 
> be feared and that element makes up the 
! groat bulk of the Democratic party. In 
j our own state the government is pure 
and clean. The tone of official appoint- 
ments anti official administration is above 
partisan criticism. There is less dis- 
honesty in the ‘national government to- 
day tliau u inlet- Lincoln and Grant, less 
opportunity for wrong doing. There 
has been a steady improvement during 
tlio past 20 years. Tlio public institu- 
tutions in tliis stato are well managed 
and the oflh-ials watched with a keen 
eye in tlie discharge of tlioir duty. Is 
there any reason in tlie world why the 
management of these same institutions 
shou'.il lie turned over to tlie Democrats? 

THE VITAL QUESTION 

in our own state is the question of 
temperance, tlie overcoming of tlio liq- 
uor power, a power of capital that 
wields a dangerous political influence. 
The Republican party has been always in 
the advance on the temperance question, 
in fact, tlio party lias gone faster even 
than public sentiment. Its voice and its 
vote are for tho suppression of the grog 
shop and for tlie sobriety of tlie people. 
Tlio enactments in tlie interest of tem- 
perance have been passed by a Republi- 
can legislature and so far as tlio temper- 
ance question is concerned I fail to lind 
any point where tlio Republican! party 
lias failed to make good its pledges. Tho 
liquor trouble is always with us. it af- 
fects our children and our families, but 
tho only way to meet it is by steady 
and constant resistance. Tlio defeat of 
tlio Republican party means tho defeat 
of any legislation in the interest of tem- 
perance, and will be tho most vital blow 
that can be struck, in tlie !ino of of leg- 
islation or its enforcement or the consti- 
tutional amendment, cither against tbo 
temperance cause or in behalf of the sa- 
loon and tlio liquor power. Tlie question 
for the tomperaneo men to consider is 
whether they will unite with us in en- 
forcing legislation which in a measure 
controls the evil, or whether they will 
separate from the party, and by so do- 
ing defeat thoir own purposes. 

Coming to the tiatiuu at large nnd tlio 
relation the Republican party bears to 
the important issue affecting tho coun- 
try, is tliero any reason why Republicans 
should not support and sustain its pur- 
poses and principles? But what are its 
principles, you will say? Its unbroken 
record of glory was in the cause of hu- 
man freedom and progress in the past. It 
stands today consecrated to the great 
cause of freedom, education, temper- 
ance, liglitoousness and fluauciul hones- 
ty. It believes in paying tlie public debt 
nnd is pledged to the equality of citizen- 
ship nnd 

THE SACKED EIGHT OK SUFFRAGE. 

Tlie great frauds in Chicago and New 
York were perpetrated by Democrats 
uud tlie same dangers from the same 
source is to he feared in our own state. 
It is admitted that in the South tlie sa- 
cred right of suffrage is trampled under 
footuml tlie rights of citizenship denied.

Thc mention of ex-Councilman French 
for tiie vacancy in Ward 7 is received 
with favor among those most interested 
in the welfare of the city. He has 
proved his fitness for such a responsible 
position, and would be a great addition 
to tho board of aldermen, which 
has so much important work before it in 
the next three months. 

The project of’ making another vacan- 
cy by nominating Councilman Hamblin 
or Councilman Kennedy is not received 
with favor, as it would entail another 
special election and they are rather ex- 
pensive affairs. There is no use in throw 
ing away the money of the tax-payers, 
for it is evident that the closest economy 
will have to be practiced for the balance 
of tho year, to get along without exceed 
ing the appropriations. Already several 
projects are on foot to get work done and 
have tiie cost charged to next year’s 
taxes, and they should bo resolutely dis- 
couraged. 

Tiie future growth of Newton depends 
upon keeping tiie tax rate within tea. 
souablc limits. A beginning was made 
tliis year by cutting off all work that was 
not absolutely necessary, and a great 
step taken towards economy in city af- 
fairs. The result is seen in a reduction 
of the tax rate from last year, and tho 
rate is as high this year as it is safe to 
make it. With a reasonable taxation, 
Newton has a great future before it, and 
the low rate this year lias encouraged 
building, so that there are more new 
houses being erected now than for years. 

There is no need of reconstructing 
every street in Newton tiiis year or next 
year, but a moderate amount of work can 
be done every year, and in time every 
man will havo his street in good order. 

The city council should be very careful 
about exceeding tho appropriations, no 
matter what excuse may lie urged, or 
how bad the "fences” in certain districts 
need looking after. In some cities there 
is a law that if appropriations are ex- 
ceeded, the excess must be paid out of 
the pockets of the members of the city 
government, but with tho class of men 
we elect to the city council, there is no 
neuri of such a stringent regulation here. 

The strongest argument in Mr. French’s 
favor is that lie is known to be a cautious 
and conservative business man, and that 
he is especially interested in the growth 
and prosperity of Newton. Tiie finan- 
cial interests of tiie city would be safe in 
his hands, and he would hulp to keep up 
tiie admirable reputation for economy 
which lias been made by the city coun- 
cil of 18S8. 


Tiie convention at South Framingham 
was in several respects a remarkable 
body. The candidates presented were 
IIou. Levi C. Wade, Hon. John W. Can- 
dler, Samuel L. Powers, Col. J. G. Craw- 
ford of Clinton, and Charles Q. Terrill of 
Natick.

AU went along like clock work and 
some surprise was caused by the fact 
that tho Wade delegates from Newton 
did not stand by their candidate to the 
last, instead of going over so readily to 
Mr. Candler. In so doing they hardly 
represented the sentiment of Newton. 
The four Powers delegates, from Ward 
Four and Seven, stuck by their candidate 
to the last, and thereby set an excellent 
example to the other Newton delegates. 
We certainly cannot congratulate the 
Newton men on the way Mr. Wade's 
cause was managed, but they had to deal 
with the experienced politicians, who 
had charge of Mr. Candler's canvas, and 
were therefore at a great disadvantage. 

Mr. Terrill of Natick was consoled by 
being ^chosen a candidate for presiden- 
tial elector, and the following district 
committee were appointed: L.C'. Field of 
Milford, Capt. George N. Carpenter of 
Brookline, S. L. Powers of Newton, D. 
W. Farqukar of Newton, E. V. Mitchell

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

I noticed in a lato issue of tho Graphic 
au article calling attention to the lack of 
conveniences furnished by the city of 
Newton to tho residents of Chestnut Hill. 

So far as tho supply of water is con- 
cerned.! am in sympathy with your corre- 
spondent. There should he no delay on 
the part of tho city government in mak- 
ing arrangements for a high service in 
order that all may be fairly supplied. 

Our city should not be behind Brook- 
line ami other neighboring towns in offer- 
ing this advantage to tho residents upon 
its higher lands. It was an unfortunate 
mistake to place the reservoir upon 
the side instoatl of on the summit of 
Waban Hill, and I hope that even now it 
is not too late to devote the top of the 
bill to a high service. This would also 
seem to tho inhabitants the most beauti- 
ful resort within tlic limits of the city, 
with its glorious view. 

As an old resident of Chestnut Hill, I 
am not in sympathy with what is said 
about our treatment by the city. My 
experience certainly leads me to believe 
that the city officials will give proper at- 
tention to any reasonable request on the 
part of our citizens. 

Most of the residents at Chestnut Hill 
are opposed to the widening of roads and 
tu electric lights; tho chief attraction of 
that section being its rural character, 
which we hope to maintain. 

Electric lights are thought by many to 
bo a most undesirable and unsafe form 
of lighting a country road, giving,

MR. CANDLER’S NOMINATION. 


The nomination of Hou. John \V. Can- 
dler by the Republicans of the Ninth 
District is unfortunate, as it makes the 
work of carrying tiie district by the Re- 
publican party a needlessly difficult one, 
and it will not tend to harmonize tiie 
party. It is evident to tiie most simple 
politician that be can not hope to re- 
ceive any support from the independent 
voters, as there is nothing in his record 
to attract such voters to him. 

As far as Newton is concerned, the 
nomination came like a wet blanket upon 
most Republicans here. Mr. Candler 
had no supporters in the Newton caucus- 
es, and the Republicans of the city pro- 
tested against his nomination. But tiie 
wishes of the city were disregarded, and 
Newton told that if it did not like tho 
nomination it could do the other thing. 
Tire rest of the district, of course, ex 
pects Newton to go to work for Mr. 
Candler, and give him the usual Republi- 
can majority here, without which it will 
be impossible to elect him, and threatens 
that if Newton does not do this, no New- 
ton candidate will ever get their votes. 

However, that is a game which two can 
play at; take Newton out of tho district, 
and it is hopelessly Democratic, and 
many of tho Newton Republicans feel 
that it is about time for Newtou to sliow 
that it roust be treated fairly, and that 
if its wishes are to be entirely disregard 


Tiie Newton Centre Republican rally 
was the first one held in this city during 
the campaign, and was a successful one 
in every way. Col. Haskell’s speech at 
tiie flag raising was a model one, and ex- 
Congressmau Long made a marked im- 
provement on his speech at tho State 
convention, appealing more to the intel- 
ligence of his hearers, probably because 
he realized that in Newtou lie was ad- 
dressing people who weigli carefully 
what they hear, and are not accustomed 
.to accept statements as facts. Hon. Levi 
C. Wade was tiie lust speaker, and made 
an effective address. It is evident his 
defeat as a candidate for Congress has 
not weakened his enthusiasm as a Re- 
publican, and the applause that greeted 
him showed what an immense majority 
Newton would have given him, had he 
been re-uuminated. Councilman Burr, 
who was also to havo been one of tho 
speakers, was kept at home by illness. A 
full report of tho meeting will be found 
on another page. 


The councillor convention is called 
to meet in Boston, September 27th, and 
it is said that the contest between Mr. 
Fuller and the present incumbent, Mr. 
Mcl'herson of East Bostou, is so close as 
to be rather uiic 6 mfortablc. If the 
merits of the candidates was the only 
question to be considered, Mr. Fuller 
would be ciioseu unanimously, as lie is 
in every way fitted for the position, and 
Cambridge is clearly entitled to it. Mr. 
Mcl’liersou has done fairly well, but his 
services have not been so valuable as to 
make it necessary to give him an extra 
term. Mr. Fuller is au able business 
man and not a politician, and it is such 
men as lie who have given dignity to tiie 
rather ornamental office of councillor.

The deceased 
was a young man of excellent character, 
beloved and esteemed by a large circle of 
friends, and a member of the 5Iethodist 
church. He was engaged in the furniture 
business with his brother in Jacksonville. 

— The death of Walter G. Osgood last Sat- 
urday morning at the Boston City Hospital, 
was a great shock to Ills many friends here, 
lie was found at the corner of Albany and 
Dover streets, Boston, last week Thursday 
evening, unconscious, suffering from an at- 
tack of apoplexy. He was removed to the 
hospital, and remained in an unconscious 
condition until his death. Mr. Osgood has 
been for l.'l years connected with the com- 
posing room of the Boston Traveller, and 
was very popular with a large circle of 
friends.

done among the poor people of a certain 
section of Newton this summer. The 
Social Science club had maintained a 
sewing school which was a good benefit 
in many ways, and she w ished that tlie 
school board might bo induced to carry 
on a work of this kind among the factory 
operatives. 

A gentleman present inquired In re- 
gard to the notice of establishing pa- 
rochial schools. Mrs. Cheney replied 
that she believed the priests considered 
it necessary to keep the children under 
their sole influence for fear of their leav- 
ing the Romish church. It is largely the 
newly arrived priests who advocate the 
establishment of parochial schools; they 
want the credit of making converts. She 
thought the danger not very alarming at 
present, as of the 200 higher institutions 
of lenening, only 12 were Roman Catho- 
lic, and there were 70 non-sectarian. She 
said that the state should never control 
rcligous liberty. Tlie material and civil 
interests were matters to he conlrolled 
by the state, but the religion of the citi- 
zen should ho his own individual con- 
cern, and she hoped that a spirit of oppo- 
sition would not be aroused by what 
might seem like a tendency to persecu- 
tion. a. x, d. 


A Trip to Yarmouth. 

One of our bright little Misses, only 11 
years old, a pupil in the Adams school, 
shows in a letter to her father that she 
has profited by the instruction she has 
received in our public schools. Not only 
has she learned to be remarkably observ- 
ing for one of her years, but she can al- 
ready tell others what she has been for- 
tunate enough to enjoy, which is more 
than many who are years her senior can 
do. Wo think the letter is worth printing, 
as showing what one of our 11 year old 
scholars can do, and go give it: 

Yaumoitii, N. S., Aug. 14, 1SS8. 

Dear Papa:— We reached Yarmouth in 
safety. Tlie sailors said they had never 
had a smoother voyage. Neither of us 
was sea sick. I will attempt to describe 
our beautiful voyage. 

After leaving Boston we did not lose 
sight of land for about two bouts, the 
last land we saw being Thatcher’s 
Island off Cape Anne. After sailing 
quite a while some of the people at the 
stern of the boat saw a sword fish leap 
out of tlie water. After dinner mamma 
and I laid down on our berths for fear of 
being sea sick. We took a good nap and 
then went on deck again. After eating 
our lunch for supper we watched the 
sunset. We went up on tlie hurricane 
deck and stayed there uutil dark, when 
wo went to the stern of the boat to 
watch tlie phosphorescent light. Wo 
stayed in the saloon till about half past 
nine o'clock, listening to some singing, 
and then went to bed, where we had a 
good night’s rest. 

We woke up at five o’clock, and found 
ourselves in the Bay of Fundy, with 
Grand Mnnan on our right, and. Briers 
Isle on our left. I cannot tell you how 
beautiful our sail was up the Bay of 
Fundy along the coast of Briers Isle, 
which stretches for miles along the 
coast of Nova Scotia. Briers Isle is 
covered with hills, on which are pine 
forests. The shore is rocky and in some 
places high cliffs rise abruptly from the 
shore. After going the length of the 
island we turned in Digby Gut, which is 
the entrance to Digby Basin. 

Digby remindeiT me very much of 
I’rovincetown. Digby Basin is very 
bcautilul, with high bills surrounding it. 
Annapolis is opposite Digby ami it takes 
j two hours to gctti eie ironi Digby. I'lie 
lime at Digby is an hour faster than Bot- 
| tou time. Oxen are used a great deal as 
| beasts of burden here, and at Digby. 
We started for Yarmouth at four o'clock, 
and after riding in the cars for three 
hours and a half, through pine forests 
and here and there a village, we arrived 
hero. Yarmouth is a beautiful place. It 
is situated on a bay,— I’m sure I don’t 
know wliat the name of it is — which is 
very lovely. 

As I write it is pouring. — I must bid 
you an affectionate good bye.

created out of those ideas superb nnd 
consistent schemes of construction nnd 
decoration. "Common souse first, thou 
fitting ornament;” this was tho socrot of 
his greatness ns it is of the meannoss of 
those who liolittle architecture by rovers 
ing his motto. 

Thus, from tlio poor young man sup- 
plicating in the haughty shop of tho Tif- 
fany's, Richardson rose to bo the fount 
and origin of wlint Is after all the most 
important art movement of tlio age — tho 
American art movement. Art always 
springs from and rovlves with architect- 
ure, which, preceding painting nnd 
sciilpturo according to unnltornblo inws, 
forms their necessary basis nnd nutri- 
ment. American nrchitccturo must 
flower boforo American painters and | 
sculptors can crento a national style. It 
is not, then, exaggeration to say thnt j 
Richardson is tho father of Amoricnn art. 
Tho man and his works are a tremendous 
poivei to-day. His method — utility. ! 
truth, beauty— is the universal mothodof 1 
good art. 

His successes changed his mode of life. 
Ho had tho gcnoric southern nnturc- 
luxurious, lavish, nristocrntic, self-con, | 
tered. Ho rightly proclaimed to nil seok- 
mg his services a high tariff of fees, 1 
gradually culargod his office which was . 
joined with his homo, till it became a ' 
wilderness of offices, tennntod by a tribe j 
of enthusiastic draughtsmen for whoso ! 
Instruction his splendid library nnd col- I 
lections were brought together, mid for 
whoso relaxation tenuis courts were 
provided, nnd who, when they had to 
work late, were soothed, wo are told, by 
champagne suppers. His studios became 
veritable art museums, the master him- 
self ransacking Europo for photographs 
for bis beloved assistants, who in tlieir 
turn, ndorod him ns the Old Guard 
adored tho Little Corporal. Clients aud 
corporations sought him. His timo grew 
to be ns precious as rubies, lie became a 
monarch, dominating pupils, clients, and 
the whole order of beings and things 
which pertain to a great architect’s office 
with a magnificent despotism, eager and 
thankful for the homage loyally paid 
him, untiring nnd ambitious past belief. 
He mndo plenty of money nnd spent vast 
sums. Nothing was too expensive. 
Draughtsmen of wines, liu had to have 
the best. Great physicians prescribed 
for harassing ailments which made life 
an agony for him, but in his seignorinl 
style he kept on working, burning the 
caudlo at both ends. The sense of stand- 
ing on the brink of tho grave was never 
absent from his mind for years, nnd it 
never terrified or even discouraged him. 
Once as he finished a tour of his crowded 
offices iio betrayed his inward sadness, 
his reluctance to relinquish work, saying 
sadly: “So much to uo, so much to do. 
and to think thnt at any moment 1 may 
die!” Ho died suddenly at the end of 
April, 1880, not long after finishing the 
design for the Cincinnati chamber of 
commerce. 

In his primo Richardson was a man of 
commanding stature, line physique aud 
face, and lie carried himself fiko a king. 
In his later yoars ho grew very stout, an 
infirmity which seriously complicated 
his other bodily ailments. When lie was 
in Germany, some one pointed him out 
to a Gorman gentleman who greatly ad- 
mired the American architect’s produc- 
tions, Tlio foreigner looked in astonish- 
ment at Richardson's Inigo body and ex- 
claimed: “Mein Gott, he is just like one 
of his own buildings!” As Mr. Richard- 
son grow vaster in size ho became more 
monumental in manners. All bis belong- 
ings showed bis largeness of disposition, 
oven to the groat black characters which 
covered his rough note-paper. He was 
loving to the last, in tlie home circle; 
amiable ami considerate with his subor- 
dinates— a fine trait in a lmsty-tcmpered 
man. He disliked lady clients because 
they invariably dictated lioiv be should 
plan their houses. Otherwise lie was 
tolerant enough of them. Once lie was 
iu a photographer's gallery in New York, 
with a party of ladies, and at tlieir behest 
lie donned a cowl anil gown w hich lay at 
hand, permitted himself to bo photo- 
graphed as a monk; and, in spite of bis 
beard, made a very jolly friar. In this 
photograph, as iu the famous picture by 
Het'koinor, his faco is illuminated by a 
strange smile, Olympic wo should call 
it. 

Mr. Herkomer’s painting had rather an 
amusing origin. Wlion tho English 
artist was iu Boston, ho called on Rich- 
ardson one day and curtly informed him 
that he had come to paint his picture. 
Richardson protested that he was too 
poor a man to pay offhand for one of 
Herkumer’s pictures; but tho latter re- 
plied that all this had been arranged in 
his mind beforehand. Hu wanted none 
of Richardson’s money, but lie did want 
to build a house and tie begged tlie arch- 
itect to make the plans and to accept bis 
own portrait in payment. Tho two 
great men agreed; nnd Mr. Hcrkomer is 
to-day finishing with his own hand the 
heatiful Loudon house which was con- 
ceived in tho wonderful library iu Brook- 
line, where the master-spirit will never 
again Hit and dream over his glories iu 
stone. 
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Richardson the Architect. 

Tlio Springfield Republican has a very 
appreciative article on Richardson, tho 
great Americau architect. He was born 
in Louisana in 18:18, graduated at Harvard 
iu 1801), and after spending several years 
in Paris, lie came home to tiud his father 
ruined by the war, and ho himself was 
roduced to great straits, until his plan 
for the Church of tlie Unity, Springfield, 
was accepted, which was tlio first of tho 
many smiles fortune afterwards lavished 
upon him. The article concludes as fol- 
lows: 

The record of Mr. Richardson's works 
includes a goodly number ol libraries, 
churches, warehouses, residences and 
large public buildings, Theso, taken iu 
the order of their production, show an 
ability to onvolvo an endless variety of 
effects out of tlie few forms to which all 
sensible architecture is limited. He had 
his defects professional and personal; 
hut always in his buildings tho masses 
are noble, the expression is truthful; the 
detail lovely and appropriate; tlie su- 
preme law of utility beautifully expressed 
dominates all his handiwork. So far as 
concerns historic style, lie took up the 
ideas which Uyzautiuo aud Romanesque 
architects were forced centuries ago to

It may bo of interest to know how 
other than American women travel. Wo 
mado the acquaintance of a handsome, 
hitfhly-cdncaced young lady from Fin- 
land. She is a teacher in the Seminary, 
(Normal School) for girls. It is a posi- 
tion difficult to obtain, as not only is a 
good salary provided, but, from timo to 
time, such tonchers are given a six 
months’ vacation, with full salnry and a 
travelling stipend besides; tiro object bo- 
inn to give the teachers an opportunity 
to recruit and extend their knowledge by 
learning how schools are carried on in 
other lands, provided the cities visited 
have schools in session. Such a favored 
teacher is our young lady acquaintance, 
about twenty-eight years of age, and 
speaking English and German besides 
her own language. When she heard 
that we wero intending to go on a three 
weeks’ excursion to Italian cities, Iiumo 
included, she bogged leave to join us, and 
we wero only too glad to have her com- 
pany. Leaving our heavy luggngo in 
Herne, wo prepared for our Italian trip a 
valise of moderate size, containing suffi- 
cient for two ladies’ necessities, and 
light enough to bo carried by us in case 
no porter should bo at hand to help us. 
The Finnish lady joined us, carrying in 
one hand a small botanic press, and in 
the other a tiny satchel, ten inches by 
eight, containing a voluino of Charles 
Dickens, a tooth-brush and a comb. 
Startled with fear that sho might havo a 
trunk packed for her journey, which is a 
fiuisance in Italy, especially as wo none 
of us speak Italian, I asked where was 
her luggage. “Ilore it is,” she replied. 
“I have nothing but these two things,” 
bolding out her hands. “I thought I 
would not need more, because my travel- 
ling dress is new, and of quito a thin 
woolen material.” When I inquired 
about under wear, sho coolly replied, 
“That I can buy whenever I need it, and 
can leave the soiled clothes behind me; 
this arrangement will be no more expen- 
sive than yours, as you pay ten and twen- 
ty cents to the porters for lifting your 
valise from room to omnibus, omnibus 
to station, station to car, and nice versa." 

Mo we started; are at present in Genoa; 
have spent eight days on our excursion; 
and we tind that the Finnish lady is per- 
fectly in the right. She is as sweet and 
neat-looking a young lady ns can bo de- 
sired, and goes about with perfect inde- 
pendence— think of it, ye travellers— of 
porters and omnibuses. Sho makes also 
such purchases as are needed from time 
to time, and if sho buys presents for 
friends in the far off Finland home, they 
are small but valuable, and join “Charles 
Dickens” in the satchel.

Our Native Teachers. 

To the Killtor of the Giiai* me: 

I noticed among the items in the 
Ghaimiic last week, that four young la- 
dies, residents of Newton, and graduates 
of the grammar and high schools of this 
city, are teachers in high schools and col- 
leges of other cities. Newton has spent 
a large sum of money on her schools aud 
I is justly proud of them. In past years, 
I do not know how it is now, tlio Newton 
high school stood number two (Cam- 
bridge number one) in tltting students 
I for college. Tlio four young Indies men- 
, tioned are all graduates of Boston Uni- 
1 varsity. Miss Owen, elected for our high 
school last year, and M;ss Davis, elected 
I tills year, are also graduates of tlio Bos- 
I tou University but are not graduates of 
Newton, and also belong out of the 
State; one is from Lynn, tlio other from 
New Hampshire. Why should not New- 
ton employ the ability and talent of its 
own students, for whose education it lias 
so liberally provided? As tile Newton 
high school stands so well ns a prepara- 
tory scln">l. it would seem that these 
four young ladies (and others in the city) 
who have grnduatedfrom tlie same univer- 
sity are as well titled t* > tcacli in our high 
school as the ladies efiosen. As Miss 
Davis only graduated from tlie Universi- 
ty in ISSvS, she can have had no experi- 
ence in teaching college studies. Now 
there are several young Indies, graduates 
of Newton high school and of Boston 
University before ’88, who have had ex- 
perience iu teaching. 

Cambridge high school employs its 
own graduates after they have graduated 
from some college, aud there are now 
three and I think four, teaching there, 
who happen also to he graduates of Bos- 
ton University, ami who commenced 
teaching there without the experience 
about which our committee or superin- 
tendent say so much. 

I have nothing to say against Misses 
Owen and Davis, they are probably fitted 
for their positions, but are they better 
fitted than Newton students, and if not 
why were they elected? I have spoken 
of graduates of Boston University only, 
because Misses Owen and Davis are 
graduates of that college, but there are 
also several graduates of Vassal-, Welles- 
ley aud Smith who first graduated from 
our Newton high school who are teach- 
ing out of tlie city Who would undoubt 
edly prefer to teacli where they could 
live at home. I would suggest that in 
tlie future, as vacancies occur in our high 
; school, graduates of that school lie chos- 
en to till such vacancies. N.

Mr. George Ellis Allen died at his resi- 
dence on Cherry street, West Newton, at 
1.30 o'clock Thursday morning, after a 
lingering illness of several mouths’ du- 
ration. 

%George Ellis Allen was born iu the 
quiet farming town of Meiltield, county 
Norfolk and Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, in tlie year 1S17, April 15. 

His father’s name was Ellis Allen, who 
was of tlie seventh generation, born up 
mi the same spot which is still owned by 
his sons, being originally received from 
the Indians. His mother, Lucy Lane, 
was born in Scituate, Mass., and botli pa- 
rents were of Puritan stock. His fatlier 
died iu 1874, age S3, from tlie effects of a 
fall, and his mother, still living, aged IB, 
in vigorous health. 

Until tho age of 15 the deceased lived 
at home, working upon tlie farm, when 
of suitable age, and attending the town 
school summer and winter until ten 
years of age; after that, winters only, usu- 
ally three months, attending strictly to 
the three It’s in tlie little brick sch'ool- 
house, a facsimile of a thousand otlieis 
in Massachusetts at that time. At this 
imo the pupils carried some work, but 
braiding straw was the chief form of the 
industrial training in which botli boys 
anil girls were occupied. At the age of 
15 ho left home and the pleasures of farm 
life ami became a punil in the Industrial 
School at Waltham, known as the Boston 
Manufacturing Company, where fin some 
time lie assisted in the manufacturing of 
cotton goods. 

Some live years subsequently he was 
employed as clerk in a grocery and dry 
goods store in Waltham, and later was 
similarly employed iu Lowell anil Wal- 
pole. Mass. In 183l> he spent a winter in 
tlie family of his uncle, Phiueas Allen, 
then principal of tho Academy in North- 
tiolil. Mass., and at his urgent request 
agreed to teacii a district school in 
Bearnstou, an adjoining town. It was 
his first school and iu tlie spring lie 
taugiit one at Northticld. His subse- 
quent leaching of district schools lias in- 
cluded one iu Walpole. Mass., four win- 
ters in East Medway, one in Boylston, 
and two in Northboro. In 1841) lie went 
West ami spent two yems in teaching 
singing schools in tiiu State of New 
York ami in Alleghany and Caturaugus 
counties, ami also taught a district school 
in iliu village of Olcau on the Alleghany 
river. 

Returning in 1842 ho was manicil two 
years later to Susan M. Treat, of Wal- 
tham. and resided at the homestead iu 
Medlield, teaohiuc winters and farming 
summers, in 1841* he supplied tlie place 
as master in tlie Benefit street grammar 
school in the city of Provident o, R. I. 

lit ls'iii. at tin' repeated solicitation of 
Dr. Henry Bigelow, then Chairman of 
the School Committee, an eminent edu- 
cator. lie accepted the office of master of 
tlie grammar school iu that part ot New- 
ton called Newton Corner, the most pop- 
ulous of tlie eight villages. He taught 
there, four years, a large and pleasant 
school. 

In 1854 he juiued his brother as teach- 
er in tlie English and Classical School in 
West Newton, established iu January 
previous by Nathaniel T. Allen and tin* 
eminent educator, “Father Pierce,”
